importance of bringing to all fires a trained spirit 


of investigation. 
" 
Next to famine and disease, fire causes the great- 


eft amount of misery to human kind. 
A fire can 


ut back the happiness of a family, a district or even 
.astate.-'- 


Yet itiany people are apt to regard a fire almost 


io the same category as an act of God. They think 


l:that it is foolish to inquire into the causes of fires. 


They just "happen." These arc counterbalanced by
